BOYNE CITY -- The Gaylord 
Junior (18-14 yr old) Little 
League Baseball All-Star team 
downed Boyne City 11-1 on July 3 
at Boyne City’s Rotary Park to 
finish first in their pool with a 3-0 
record.

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orthern Michigan Outdoors 
Au Sable Fish Farm raises alarm

In a recent 
column I 
shared a poem 
lauding Michi- 
gan’s most fa- 
mous trout 
water, the Au 
Sable River. 
Not only is this 
stream the birthplace of Trout Un- 
limited, the aquatic conservation 
advocacy organization that now tal- 
lies 150,000 members worldwide, it 
often makes top 10 lists of the best 
trout fishing rivers in the entire U.S. 
With this level of cache many an- 
glers’ hackles have been raised over 
a proposed fish farm on this cher- 
ished water. 

Despite significant opposition 
from The Anglers of the Au Sable 
and Sierra Club the Michigan DEQ 
approved a permit in May, 2015 for 
Harrietta Hills Trout Farm owner, 
Dan Vogler, to install an open flow- 
through fish farm in the East 
Branch of the Au Sable in Grayling. 
The facility-called the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery- opened in 1914 in an at- 
tempt to repopulate Michigan 
streams with the fish species known 
as grayling. It is currently operating 
as a tourist attraction where chil- 
dren can catch large trout for a fee. 
That’s because it was considered to 
be an obsolete and potentially harm- 
ful fish hatchery design as long ago 
as the 1960’s. 

Of primary concern is the con- 
tamination of the river that would 
accompany the 8.5 million gallons of 
water discharged into the Au Sable 
each day. This would include an esti- 
mated 75,000 pounds of concen- 
trated fish feces per year and, with 
such contamination, the distinct 
possibility of the propagation of the 
microorganism that causes the 
deadly whirling disease in river 
fishes. This protozoan is already en- 
demic to the Au Sable and oppo- 
nents fear that the hatchery may 
cause it to flourish with devastating 
effects on wild trout populations. In 
addition, the increased phosphorous

will negatively impact water quality 
by encouraging algal growth and de- 
composition, and reduced dissolved 
oxygen. These conditions are less 
than ideal for the proliferation of 
important plankton and insect pop- 
ulations critical for trout food. 

Anglers of the Au Sable presi- 
dent, Tom Baird, summed it up, 
“The D.E.Q. permit is totally insuffi- 
cient to protect the river. Without 
the necessary safeguards for waste 
removal and independent water 
quality monitoring it essentially is 
a permit to pollute the Au Sable!” 

The permit would allow an an- 
nual increase in fish production 
from 20,000 lbs. to about 300,000 lbs. 
But the system of checks and bal- 
ances the state is asking for is 
sketchy. In a “bait and switch” tactic 
that smells pretty fishy, the project 
will not be under the purview of 
stringent DNR standards which re- 
quire certifying fish to be disease 
free. It will instead be operating 
under Department of Agriculture 
standards which require no such 
thing. 

Proponents of the fish farm 

site say it will provide fresh fish to 


local supermarkets and bring jobs 
to the area. The Sierra Club’s Marv 
Roberson provided a different per- 
spective, 

“The local economic drivers- 
the fly shops, the motels and other 
lodges, restaurants-all have been 
built over decades to support and 
enhance the fly fishing experience 
that brings in fly fishermen and 
women from all over the world. The 
fish farm, on the other hand, with 
its offerings of 2 full-time and 2 
part-time positions, will simply 
never rival the economic driver that 
is the Au Sable River in its current 


cold water low-nutrient state. It will, 


in fact, instead put the river and all 
that it supports, at risk of collapse.” 

Although they have suffered 
several setbacks trying to have the 
parameters of the permit modified, 
the organizations protests have re- 
sulted in an administrative law 
hearing scheduled for this fall or 
early winter. Fortunately, the deci- 
sion-as well as the fate of a world- 
class fishery-is not yet, “water 
under the bridge.”

new state-record fish, this 
time a quillback carp- 
sucker.

The state record for 
quillback carpsucker was 
broken by a fish caught by 
Garrett Reid of Nashville, 
Michigan, on Hardy Dam 
Pond in Newaygo County 
Saturday, June 20, at 10 
p.m. Reid was bowfishing. 
The fish weighed 8.52 
pounds and measured 24 
inches. 

The record was verified 
by Todd Grischke, a DNR 


fisheries biologist in Lans- 


ing. 

The previous state- 
record quillback carp- 
sucker was caught by 
Benjamin Frey, also on 
Hardy Dam Pond, Aug. 29, 
2014. That fish weighed 
8.25 pounds and measured 
22.62 inches.
